London, Aug. 12.—5.45 p. m.—A Rome dispatch to 
the Central News says the Messaggero published a mes- 
sage from Basel, Switzerland, stating that two German 
infantry regiments were annihilated during the battle 
with the French troops at Muelhausen. 


The German regiments mentioned are the Eighth 
Baden infantry regiment number 169 which was stationed 
at Lahr in Baden and the Fourth Prince William's Baden 
infantry regiment number 112 stationed at Muelhausen. 


Loudon .Aug. 12.—5:45 p. m.—Another dispatch from 
Rome to the Central News says the Corriere D'Italia pub- 
lishes a telegram from the frontier stating that an Aus- 
trian cavalry brigade lias been exteiminated on the 
Austro-Russian frontier.

SERVIANS AND MONTENEGRINS JOIN.

CLAIMS .FRENCH VICTORY. 


French War Office Gives Version of Fight 
With Germans. 


Montreal, 
Aug. 
12.—A 
cablegram 
from Paris to the Montreal Star gives 
the following accoimt of an engagement 
between the French and Germans: 


"The French war office issued an offi- 
cial a.nnouncemcnt today stating that 
the troops of the republic have been 
victorious 
in engagements 
Avith the 
German*.*' 


It was further oificially stated that 
.all the (lerman soldiers who penetrated 
France in the departments of the Meuao 
and Ikleurth-el-Moselle have been driv- 
en back across the border. 


At Mangiennes, noirtlieast of Verdun, 
a sharp engagement took place in which 
the French claim to have repulsed the 
Germans with heavy losses. 
Six guns, 
three heavy pieces of artillery and three 
rapid iire guns also fell into the hands 
of the soldiers of the republic. 
A bat- 
tery of German artillery was disabled. 


"During the early «tages of the bat- 
tle the Germans fought with such fierce- 
ness and stubbornness that the French 
lines Were on the 
point 
of wavering, 
then reserves were thrown forward to 


support the French front. 
This turned 
the tide, according to the French waf 
office dispatches and the French troops 
then began a counter attack." 


AMERICANS NOW BARRED. 


Great Britain Explains Steps Against 
Landing of Aliens. 


Ixjndon, Aug. 
12.—^It was officially 
declared here today the only steps tak- 
en by the British gurernment to pre 
vent landing of foreigners in the British 
Isles were 
those provided 
for by the 
sections of the alien restrict'^^n act, the 
object of which was to saieguard the 
countrj' against .aliens from countries 
Avith which Gi-eat Birtain was at war. 


This declaration was made after the 
report had been received here that Sec- 
retary of State Bryan had cabled to the 
American ambassador to investigate re- 
ports 
from American consular officers 
on the continent that the British gov- 
ernment had issued strict orders for- 
Mdding the landing of foreigners on 
British soil until further notice, during 
the present Avar crisis.

Result of Agitation by Con- 
sumers Admitted at 
Chicago. 


Chicago, Aug. 12.—It was admitted 
at the stock yards 
that 
consumers 
agitating against high prices had con- 
siderable to do today with a fall of 
40 to 50 cents per hundred weight in 
the price of hogs as compared with 
quotations 24 hours before. 
In some 
extreme - cases the drop since Monday 
had been as much as a dollar. Threats 
of a general boycott against: all kinds 
of pork had the effect of lessening the 
demand from butchers. 


At the same time the • receipts of 
hogs here were greatly enlarged. The 
arrivals. today alone amounted to 40,- 
000 as against .60,000 during' the whole 
of last week, when the supply was the 
lowest in a quarter of a , century. Likli- 
hood bf widespread 
abstention/ from 
beef and mutton, as well as pork was 
also taken notice of at the yards. To- 
day's price for cattle> sheep and lambs 
were down 10 to 15 cents. 


FIGHTING PRICE ADVANCE. 


LID IS 
MORE TIGHTLY 


The meagreness of dispatches from the war cienters 
of .Europe today appears to indicate that the censorship : 
has become stricter than ever. Neither from England nor: 
Fance is any hint allowed to pass over the cables as to the 
progress of events or as to the positions or movements of ' 
the huge armies of German, French, Belgian, Austrian, 
Russian and British troops which, it is assumed, must now 
be within strikmg distance. 


A short Brussels dispatch received ^da London says 
"the German retirement reported yesterday is becoimng 
more marked today." 


The signhcance of this statement can only be guessed 
at. It may mean that an engagement in force actually is 
in progress, or it may refer only to the general covering- 
movements that have been in course of execution for sev- 
eral days in Belgium. 


A Dutch dispatch says a terrific cannonade was 
heard this morning from the direction of Tongres, north 
of Liege. It was reported yesterday that two divisions 
of German cavalry with artilleiy had arrived there. - 


Sveaborg, the great Russian fortress in Finland, 
awaits a bombardment or a battle, as the commander 
has ordered all civilians to leave there and also Helsing- 
fors. 


Belgimn. was today again the scene of outpost fight- 
ing between Belgians, French and Germans. 


The German commander at Liege denies the loss of 
20,000 in his effort to take forts there. He says they will 
be taken without the loss of a man as soon as German 
heavy artillery arrives. 
He asserts that '^the Belgian 
force is numerically superior to ours." He intimates the . 
assaults were stopped by the emperor's orders to ayoid 
needless sacrifice of life.

(OjK when telegraphic communication with that great na- 
tion was severed, the only war news availble is that which 
is obtainable from the other side. 
British and French 
Bources naturally supply the most of it, and very naturallj^ 
it is tinged with partisanship. Yet the careful reader will 
'¿^scem that in every case a rumor is specifically printed 
jas such, and the source of the new^ is given almost in- 
.vaiiably. That can be taken into account and estimates 
made accordingly. It would be preposterous to assume 
that Germany with its mighty army of trained fighters is 
meeting defeat at every point, however, much of the news 
aiow avilable might indicate as much. The other side of 
the story will come later—just as quickly as open com- 
jnnnication witho'ut the censorship is permitted. The Sen- 
/tinel is not ''inclined to support" either the entente or 
the alliance. It is simply printing the news as fidly and 
as faii'ly as it is able to get it mider circumstances that are 
now of necessity much one-sided. The result should be 
¡discounted accordingly.

reasonable, and concludes: 


"We think it may be laid down as a 
•general rule that if companies could not 
make a legal contract as to prices or as 
to 
collateral 
services, they could 
not 
legally 
unite, 
and 
as 
the 
companies 
named did in effect unite, the sole ques- 
tion is as to whether they could have 
agreed on pi'ices, and what 
collateral 
services they would render when their 
companies were all prosperous, and they 
jointly controlled 80 to 85 per cent. of 
the business in that line in the United 
States. 
We think they could not have 
made such an agreement. 


"There is no limit under the Ameri- 
can. law to which a business may not 
independently grow, and even a com- 
bination of two or more businesses if 
it does not imreasonably restrain trade 
is not illegal; but it is the combination 
which 
unreasonably 
restrains 
trade 
that is illegal, and if the parties 
in 
controvtrsy have 80 or 85 per cent of 
the American business, and by the com-

by it.

"It does not sustain the charge made 
in the petition of the government, but 
abandoned on the argument that 
thè 
company had charged excessive or un- 
faii prices. 


'Aside from its original organization 
and the facts connected with its pur- 
chase of competitive plants the opinion 
finds nothing to be condemned in 
the 
history of the company's growth or in 
the manner of developing and carrying 
on its business. 
The organization of 
the company and the purchase of 
its 
plants were acts done in the belief that 
no law was being violated, after con- 
sultation with 
coimsel of the highest 
standing. 


'The organization of the company is 
condemned by the majority of the court 
a«« a violation of the Sherman act, but 
the company is. not found guilty of hav- 
ing violated the la>v in the conduct'of 
it? business or of having injured its 
customers or its competitors. 


"The conclusion arrived at seems to 
be that the Harvester is a good

HIS PERSONAL FRIEND, POULTNEY BIGELOW, N OTED AMERICAN AUTHOR, 


CHATTY STORY ON HIM FOR THE SENTINEL. 


(Editor's Note—A close friend of the 
German emperor and of the German 
people, Poultney Bi^elow, the famous 
American author and journalist, is none 
the less a fair and unprejudiced observer 
of contemporary history and politics, 
lie has writteji 
several 
authoritative 
books on the German empire and its re- 
lation with Russia. In 1892 he Avas ex- 
pelled from Russia because of his politi- 
cal writing's. Ho has been a lecturer on 
historj^ and colonization at the principal 
universities of the world and has made 
numerous trips around the g-lobe for 
purposes of 
study. 
The war has so 
isolated Germany that little of the Ger- 
man side of things is breaking into the 
news, so in the interest of fairness The 
Sentinel is particularly glad to print Mr. 
Bigelow-'s story.)

Kaiser Wilhelm of Germany is the 
only one of the great European rulers 
who knows the men and the machinei-y 
of war at his disposal. 


I have been his personal guest at Ihc 
field operations of every one of 
his 
groat army corps from the Rhine to 
the Russian frontier and from Kiel ',o 


Strassburg, and if my testimony is 
worth anything you may rest assured 
that a German regiment means a real 
regiment of really well-drilled men, with 
all their equipment complete; also their 
transport wagons and horses for. the 
same, their forage and extra ammuni- 
tion. 


Old Emperor Franz Josef of Austria 
has been a diligent inspector at field 
operations, but the German emperor is 
in a class by himself—a Napoleon for 
detail in matters military. He may not 
be a Napoleon in battle or a Moltke in 
strategy. Of these things no man can 
tell until the troops clash on a front 
thirty miles in length. 


But the lessons of 
Napoleon 
and 
Moltke are the A. B. C of all German 
officers, and for thirty years William 
II has been experimenting with his big 
national war machine so that he under- 
stands its parts down to its every de- 
tail. 


Personally, my belief is that unless 
England actively joins France, Germany 
will make such a compaign as will re- 
call her grandest 
achievements under 
Frederick the Great, Blucher. William I. 


I know that prophecy is costly, btit 
no one who has studied the past should 
hesitate to say something of the future.

Picture No. 1 shows the form of armored cupola, which has mounted a 
S-inch rapid fire gun of the type used by the Belgians In the defences of Liege. 
These armored cupolas have been built In recent years at the great Oockerlll 
works at Seraing, located on the River Meuse, just outside Liege. The Belgians 
haTe employed these armored cupolas for the defence of bridge heads and 
• trestle roadways leading out and across the Meuse. These cupolas show above 
the ground to a height of not more than two or three feet and are painted a 
color resembling the surrounding land or rocks. 
They are practically Invisible 
at a distance of half a mile or more, 
The cupolas are revolved by hand and 
they may be elevated, so that the guns within can be swung as on board ship. 
In either case they are workable as revolving turrets and* liave a hood or Ud 
raised clear above the cone. 


The rapid fire guns used in these cupolas vary In size from 4.72 Inches to 
2.95 Inches- 
These guns fire shrapnel shell and the larger guns have a range 
of practically five miles. 
The shrapnel projectiles are burst in the air above 
and a little short of the enemy, and on exploding the bullets contained in the 
fthell are hurled forward in the form of a sheaf.

Such friendship as I have had with 
the Grerman emperor commenced in 1871 
in the midst of the great Franco-Ger- 
man war which made an emperor of his 
illustrious grandfather. That friendship 
persists to the present moment BO far 
as my simple self is concerned, but our 
political paths went y^ide apart in 1896 
—^the fear of the Jameson raid—^when I 
published fnuch that could not be par- 
doned by a Hohenzollern. 


So much by way of preface. It soimds 
egotistical—perhaps it is! 


William II., so far as I have been 
privileged to see him at close quarters, 
has never told a lie nor ever publicly 
called others a liar in order to shield 
himself. 


He has frequently, to mj^ knowledge, 
accepted the responsibility for question- 
able words and acts of agents whom he 
might readily have disowned or sacri- 
ficed to the public Avrath. 


Nay, I will go a step further and af- 
firm that the emperor has never wilfully 
misled the public by false or ambiguous 
phrases. He has angered many. He has 
done no en^ of things which his friends 
would have given worlds to have imdone, 
but he has never 
been 
slippery 
or 
crooked. 


And that is one reason why today his 
people 
acclaim 
. him 
with 
genuine 
warmth. 


Another reason is that William XL is 
physically brave as well as morally. One 
day—he had been then but three years 
emperor—he asked me to walk with him 
all the way from the Neue Palais to the 
Marmor Palais, a distance of several 
miles, in the course of which we had to 
pass the whole length of Potsdam. 


It was market day. 
The rain was 
falling. 
We were constantly pushed 
from the sidewalk by gesticulating peas- 
ants eager over a bargain. 
Sometimes 
we were in the mud of the road and 
sometimes crowded amidst hand wagons. 


The emperor was dressed in plain of- 
ficer's uniform and was deeply absorbed 
in conversation. 
Tavo aids followed, but 
so far behind as to be well out of ear- 
shot, and, so far as the public was con- 
cerned, they might have passed for a 
couple of Prussian officers taking a stroll 
independently. 


We talked much of Russian aflfairs. for 
I had just come from Kieff and War- 
saw. and incidently the subject of assas- 
sination was broached and I referred to 
thr unprotected nature of his person in 
case anyone chose to do him harm. 


He asked what I meant. Said I: 
"If 
you were the Russian czar ji^ou would 
imagine there was a bomb under that 
next sewer plate!" 


Thp emppror laughed and slammed his 
foot down loudly on the sewer plate and 
then ,turning full upon me, he said seri- 


O T i s l y : 


"If I had to think of such things I 


'could not get through my day's work." 


Here you have a key to his complex 
character. 


In these days of • self-advertisement 
and pandering to political parties the 
German emperor is woefully misunder- 
stood merely because he tells the truth 
without hintergedanke (hind thought).^ 


He has honorably sought to maintain 
peace, even when he knew that he was 
strong enough to ci'ush the antagonist 
that was so foolish as to insult him. 
Russia for twenty years and more has 
treated William H. and his government 
with marked disrespect. 


The first visit of the present czar to 
Germany was made in a manner that 
would have been followed by war had 
the host been a Frenchman. 


William II. has submitted to many af- 
fronts from Russia because on his death- 
bed the venerable William I. 
enjoined 
upon his gi-andson the importance of 
close alliance with the court of St. 
Petersburg. 


In the early 
nineties 'Russia 
sys- 
tematically attacked the German schools, 
the German laneuage and the Lutheran 
religion in Russia's old German Baltic 
provinces. 


The Germans appealed to William for 
protection. The Poles were ready to rise 
a^ his orders and expand German terrl- 
torr to the eastward. The German gen- 
eral staff was ready. German public sen- 
timent was at his back. 


"Xo." said the emperor, "T can not 
break the word I gave to mv grand- 
father!" 


Had William H. listened to the ablest 
military^ advisers of that time the hu- 
miliation of Russia would have antici- 
pated Japanese action 
by ten years 
and— 


But we are talking of today. 
Germany is today the only one of the 
gi-eat powers whose government, both 
state and municipal, is administered on 
lines of scientific efficiency. 


It is nominally a centralized monarchy, 
yet practically the individual German 
has more liberty than the American of 
the same class. 


Germany has escaped so far the disease 
that is sapping the vitality of most other 
gieat powers—political 
corruption and 
pandering to bosses and demagogues. 


Germany has been growing rich over 
forty years of peace. She has developed 
in nearly every field of human endeavor 
—not only science and art, but manufac- 
turing and commerce. 


The armies of Russia, France, Austria 
and England are each good in certain 
ways and faulty in others. Of the Ger- 
man armv alone can it be said that every 
unit of the srreat machine is equally per- 
fected and that the whole moves smooth- 
ly, in all its parts and that every man in 
every unit has respect for the honor, 
courage and professional experience of 
his war lord, William IT.

Heligoland Impregnable to 
Attack by Ships, How- 
ever PowerfuL 


New York, Aug. 1 2 ^ T h e eyes of thr 
»orld's naval experts are cenlLered upon 
the island of Heligoland, 
Germany'B 
ftibraltar 
in the North Sea. 2s aval offi- 
Tera here are tremendously interested in 
)hat 
situation. 
The generail 
opinion 
imong naval officers and experts here is 


that the German squadron will not at- 
tempt an open engagement with the 
British fleet in the North sea, but will 
remain in the safe haven of coast de- 
fences, of which Heligoland is the prin- 
cipal link. 


In 1890 Great Britain bartered Heligo- 
land for a portion of German territory 
in East Africa.- 
Today Great Britain 
finds the island the key to the impreg- 
nable wall of redoubts which protects 
Germany's North sea coastline, the Kiel 
canal and the approaches to Hamburg 
and Bremen. 


"To any one who has carefully ob- 
served the naval and coast defense policy 
pursued by Gennany within the last 
fifteen 
years the suggestion of a suc- 
cessful raid upon this portion of the em- 
pire appears impossible," said a naval 
officer. "It is fortified and protected to 
a degree which has no parallel save pos- 
sibly Gibraltar or Cronstadt."

Protects Great Harbors. 


Three years ago the fortress of Heligo- 
land became -an independent command, 
the military administration of the island 
no longer being conducted from Cux- 
haven. 
Had the island not existed and 
it were possible to construct a fortress 
at a point which would prove most for- 
midable against attack in the North sea, 
Germany could not have chosen a more 
advantageous location. 


Directly to the south Me the Fi-isian 
islands, off the coast of East Friesland. 
To the east is the Elbe estuary and 
Brunsbutel a t the entrance to the Kiel 
canal. 
The Wesser joins the sea a t the 
southeast with the ports of Bremerhaven 
and Geetemunde, and the Wilhelshaven 
naval base a few I^iles distant. 


"Within a comparatively small compass 
Germany has there several 
important 
mercantile and naval ltiarT)or3, most of 
them fortresses believed to be iniulner- 
able to attack. 
Heligoland forms t h e 
apex of a triangle whose base might be 
drawn from Cuxhaven t o the island of 
Borkum. 
For several years after Heli- 
goland was 
ceded to Germany i t re- 
mained practically as it had been. No 
steps were taken t o fortify its rugged 
overhanging natural -walls. 


Little Chance for War Ships. 


Later, however, a large section of the 
rocky plateau was made to conceal heavy 
guns in armored 
turrets, 
great 
coast 
weapons on disappearing mountings and 
a formidable array of rapid fire guns. 
Hewn out of the solid rock were ammu- 
nition magazines and bombproof shelters, 
and the entire scheme of fortification is 
a« ingenuiously engineered as to be, 
from without, 
completely invisible as 
well as invincible. 
The island is also 
a mighty naval station and is also pro- 
vided • with 
disappearing 
hangers for 
aeroplanes and accommodations for dir- 
igible balloons. 


In the event of a concerted attack, the 
British squadrons would be shelled by 
Invisible guns protected by the stoutest 
armor and concrete, the artillerymen be- 
ing practically immune from danger. The 
elevation of the batteries makes possible 
the direction of a plunging fire which 
would prove destructive to war vessels 
protected by the riiost approved types 
of armor. I t is held by the German 
aimy authorities that the guns could an- 
nihilate the strongest "fleet of battle craft 
at long range. 


Within the fortress is a supply of re- 
serve provisions 
sufficient 
for three 
months, arid a full complement of sea- 
men gunners and artillerymen for the 
garrison. 


Several naval authorities 
hold 
that 
Heligoland would become untenable if 
subjected t o a heavy bombardment, but 
it is an accepted axiotn of naval ^warfare 
that no nroduent 
commander 
should 
risk valuable war vessels by opposing 
them to shoi:e batteries. I t Is the ex- 
perience of many that in such a conflict 
the advantage is all on the side of the 
forts. 
f 


Those who belieTe that the fortress of 


Heligoland could be reduced by heavy 
gun fire declare that the high explosive 
shells would dislodge large masses of 
sandstone. Experiments have been made, 
however, by the 
Germans, 
who 
an- 
nounced that the island was unaffected 
by the concussion of the heaviest ordy 
nance in the cliff batteries or by t h e 
explosion of powerful projectiles against 
the precipitous heights. 


Sea Walls Protect Island. 


Measirres were taken several years ago 
to protect the island from the mercUess 
ravages of the elements, which threat- 
ened to rend it asunder at certain sea- 
sons of the year. The fierce blast of the 
North sea gales knd the crash of the 
immense seas against the soft sandstone 
0110*3 crumbled them away a t a rapid 
rate. 
Millions of dollars were expended 
on the construction 
of sea walls, 
crevasses were filled with concrete and a 
splendid harbor was built. 


The island a t one time belonged t o 
Denmark, being taken from the Danes 
by the British in 1807. 
Heligoland re- 
mained a British possession until 1890, 
when i t was ceded to Germany. 


But f o r t y - s i x ^ i l e s distant from the 
mouths of the iSlbe and the Weser, Heli- 
goland, on three sides, rises nearly per- 
pendicularly from the sea to a height of 
160 feet. On the northeast side there 
is a low, flat bank known as the Unter- 
land, where the principal houses stand. 
A staircase leads from there to the 
Oberland, or upper part of the island. 


If the greatest naval battle of history 
is fought in the North sea, it will be 
within hearing, if not within sight, of 
the German garrison, behind Ihe Heligo- 
land ramparts.

CENSORSHIP LID IS 


DOWN MORE TIGHTLY 


J ho meagreness of dispatches from the war centers 


of Lurope today appears to indicate, that the censorship 
has become stricter than ever. Neither from England nor 
Fance is any hint, allowed to pass over the cables as to the 
progress Of events or as to the positions or movements of 
the huge armies of German, French, Belgian, Austrian, 
Russian and British troops which, it is assumed, must now 
be within striking distance. 


A^short Brussels dispatch received via London says 


"the German retirement reported yesterday is becoming 
more marked today." 


The signh'cance of this statement can only be guessed 


at. It may mean that an engagement in force actually is 
in progress,, or it may refer only to the general covering 
movements that have been in course of execution for sev- 
eral days in Belgium. 


A Dutch dispatch says a terrific cannonade was 


heard this morning from the direction of Tongres, north 
of Liege. It was reported yesterday that two divisions 
of German cavalry with artillery had arrived there.

The New Jump in Food Prices 


The publiu will watch- with uii.-oiniiinii Tnicrcsl thn 


butcome of the proposed oongrossional invostigatioii intci 
the amazing advance in food prices in Amc-ri™ wliidi has 
taken place before the European war lias had time to <ret 
fairly under way. Four resolutions submitted to the 
house in a single day should result in prompt action to de- 
mand an inqiury into the causes which have sent prices on 
foodstuffs skyward in this country at so early a date. 


That an advance in prices would eventually come as a 


result of the war was the most natural expectation in the 
world, and the public, was prepared to accept it with such 
grace as it could assemble when the foreign demand began 
to pull and when the markets across the water were opon 
to receive bur products. What arouses popular resent- 
ment at this time is the scandalous fact that there does not 
appear on the surface a single justification for soaring 
prices at this stage of the situation. 


American crops are reported to be for the most part 


very large. The supply has been proclaimed as generous. 
There has been no exports of foodstuffs since the begin- 
ning of the war for the simple fact that however grea't the 
necessity for supplemented food supply in Europe, there 
is not now, has not been and will not be for an indefinite 
time any oppbrtunity to make shipments there. All that 
must await the clarifying of the transportation situation 
•tm the Atlantic. The premature- .lump in food prices in 
(America is going to be difficult to explain on any other 
hypothesis than that somebody is anticipating the perfcct- 
' ly natural advance due a little later and planning to make 
p. killing by starting it a bit earlier. 


..Dispatches indicate that since transportation condi- 


tions have taketi on a bit brighter prospect, those Ameri- 
icans marooned in Europe by, the war have largely <>eased 
their clamor for an opportunity to leave. In other words, 
now that there is likely to be a chance to get home, they 
are not nearly so anxious to come as when it was simply 
Inpossible to do it,

Picture No. 1 shows the form of armored enpola, which has mounted a 


8-tnch rapid fire gun of the type used by the Belgians in the defences of Liege 
These armored cupolas have been built to recent years at ;the great Cockerlll 
works at Seratag, located on the River Meuse, Just outside Liege. The Belgian* 
have employed these armored cupolas for the defence of bridge heads and 
trestle roadways leading out and across the Meuse. These cupolas show above 
the ground to a height of not more than two or three feet and are painted a 
color resembling the surrounding land or rocks. They are practically invisible 
at a'distance of half n mile or more. The cupolns are revolved by band and 
they may be elevated, so that the guns within can be swung as on board ship. 
In eilher case they are workable as revolving turrets and have a hood or lid 
raised clear above the cone. 


The rapid fire guns used in these cupolas vary In size from 4.72 Inches to 


2.95 Inches- These guns fire shrapnel shell and the larger guns have a range 
of practically five miles. The shrapnel projectiles are burst In the air above 
and a little short of the enemy, and on exploding the bullets contained in the 
iheil are hurled forward in the form of a sheaf. Stirapuel are the most deadly 
forms of project^ known to modern warfare against Infantry ia the open. 
Fhe cupolas are impervious to the fire of field guns, and It Is assumed that 
the Germans met the fire from many of these invisible cupolas while advauc- 
tag in open formation.

Heligoland forms the

drawn from Cuxhaven to the island of 
Borknrn. For several years after Heli- 
goland was ceded to Germnny It re- 
mained practically as it bad been. Xo 
steps were taken to fortify its rugged 
overhanging natural walls. 


Little Chance for War Ship*. 


Later, however, a large section of tho 


rocky plateau was made to conceal heavy 
guns in armored turret*, great coar.t 
weapons on disappearing mount! ng« and 
a formidable array of rapid fire- puns. 
Hewn out of the solid rock were arnmn-' 
nitlon magazines and bombproof bheltcrs, 
and the entire scheme of fortification is 
as Ingenuiously engineered as to be, 
from without, completely invisible an 
well as invincible. 
Tho inland is also 


a mighty naval station and is also pro- 
vided with disappearing hangers for 
aeroplanes and accommodations for dir- 
igible balloons. 


In the event of a concerted attack, the 


British squadrons would bo shelled by 
Invisible guns protected by th« stoutest 
armor and concrete, the artillerymen be- 
ing practically immune from danger. Thn 
elevation of the batteries makes possible 
the direction of a plunging flre which 
Would prove destructive to war vessels 
protected by tho most approved types 
of armor.
